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To  the  Members  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association  of 
the  City  of  Mew  York. 

Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  with  the  fifteenth  section  of  Article  third  of 
the  Constitution,  the  Board  of  Directors  submit  their  Report 
for  the  year  ending  April  30th,  1879,  being  the  Fifty-Eighth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Association. 

The  great  depression  of  business  which  has  prevailed  for  over 
five  years,  now  happily  giving  promise  of  passing  away,  has 
had  a  verv  marked  effect  on  the  income  of  vonr  librarv.  The 
merchants’  clerks  of  this  citv,  on  which  body  the  librarv  de- 
pends  so  largely,  have  suffered  perhaps  to  a  greater  extent  in 
reduction  of  income  than  anv  other  class,  while  their  number 
has  been  materially  reduced.  The  receipts  of  the  libraiy  de¬ 
creased  in  the  past  year,  in  comparison  with  1873,  some  ten 
thousand  dollars,  or  nearly  thirty  per  cent.;  great  care  and  at¬ 
tention  was  consequently  required  in  administering  the  finances, 
so  as  to  confine  tlie  disbursements  within  the  receipts,  and  yet 
keep  the  members  well  supplied  with  new  books.  It  is  not 
easy  to  see  how  this' could  have  been  accomplished,  had  it  not 
been  for  the  number  of  books  j^urchased  by  the  Trustees  of 
Clinton  Hall  from  the  Clinton  Hall  Fund. 
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CATALOGUE. 

Fully  realizing  the  necessity  that  exists  foV  a  new  and  com¬ 
plete  catalogue  of  books  contained  in  the  Library,  it  is  a  matter 
of  regret  with  your  Board  that  no  progress  toward  so  desirable 
an  object  has  been  made. 

Several  communications  have  been  received  in  regard  to  this 
matter,  and  it  being  evident  that  an  erroneous  impression  pre¬ 
vails  among  many  members  as  to  the  cost  of  a  new  catalogue 
and  the  available  means  for  producing  it; — it  is  deemed  prop¬ 
er  to  state  the  facts  in  the  case  as  they  exist. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Board,  as  it  has  been  of  previous 
Boards,  that  when  a  new  catalogue  is  issued,  it  should  be  pre¬ 
pared  in  accordance  with  the  latest  and  most  approved  plans, 
and  be  one  in  all  particulars  worthy  of  the  Library,  none  other 
should  be  thought  of.  A  catalogue  of  this  character  would 
cost  it  has  been  estimated,  between  $15,000  and  $20,000. 

To  one  acquainted  with  our  resources,  and  familiar  with  the 
practical  workings  of  the  Library,  it  will  be  at  once  apparent 
how  suicidal  an  attempt  to  withdraw  so  large  a  sum  at  present 
from  the  receipts  of  the  Library  would  be.  Heretofore,  when 
catalogues  were  published  although  the  price  was  generally 
placed  at  about  one-half  the  cost,  but  comparatively  few  were 
sold,  and  the  amounts  realized  were  not  one-fourth  of  the  ex¬ 
penditure. 

Notwithstanding  these  facts,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Board  of 
Direction  of  1876  to  make  the  attempt.  Work  was  begun  and 
continued  for  some  months,  until  overtaken  by  the  extreme 
hard  times,  when  by  the  loss  of  membership,  and  the  conse¬ 
quent  falling  off  of  receipts,  it  was  deemed  desirable  to  post- 
])one  the  undertaking.  To  have  persevered  in  the  project  of 
publishing  a  new  catalogue,  the  purchase  of  new  books  would 
have  been  stopped,  which  would  have  been  very  detrimental 
to  the  usefulness  of  the  library,  would  have  given  great  dissat¬ 
isfaction  to  many  members,  while  the  completion  of  the  cata¬ 
logue  would  have  complied  with  the  wishes  of  comparatively 
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a  few;  your  Beard  therefore  resolved  to  coutiiuie  the  purcliase 
of  current  literature,  and  postponed  the  question  of  a  new  cat¬ 
alogue  to  the  future. 

To  offset  the  loss  of  a  new  printed  catalogue,  the  public 
card  catalogue  has  been  continued  and  is  being  improved  upon; 
and  it  is  believed  will  answer  nearly  all  purposes  until  such  time 
as  a  new  catalogue  can  be  issued;  the  cards  in  this  catalogue 
now  date  from  1872,  the  time  when  the  last  supplement  was 
issued. 

The  total  of  the  permanent  catalogue  fund,  amounts  to  three 
thousand,  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and  ninety- 
seven  cents,  of  which  amount  the  library,  in  compliance  with 
the  rules  respecting  the  said  fund,  has  used  in  printing  supple¬ 
mentary  catalogues,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  and  twelve 
dollars  and  seventy-four  cents.  The  library  is  therefore  under 
obligation  to  re-imburse  the  Catalogue  Fund  to  that  amount. 

The  American  Library  Association  having  undertaken  to 
complete  Poole’s  Index  to  Periodical  Literature,  the  Mercan¬ 
tile  has  co-operated  with  other  Libraries  in  the  work,  and  your 
esteemed  Librarian,  Mr.  Peoples,  has  undertaken  to  do  that 
portion  of  the  wmrk  allotted  to  this  Institution. 

BEQUESTS. 

The  donation  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Demilt  in  1850  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  of  Mr.  Seth  Grosvenor  in  1857  of  ten  thous¬ 
and  dollars,  of  Mr.  Peter  Lorillard  in  1868  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  of  Mr.  Cornelius  L.  Everitt  in  1875  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  of  Mr.  John  W.  H.  Aymer  in  1878  of  five  thous¬ 
and  dollars,  .amounting  in  all  to  twenty-four  thousand  dollars, 
remains  invested  in  the  same  manner  as  reported  last  year, 
with  the  single  exception,  that  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
has,  been  paid  on  account  of  the  Canal  Street  mortgage. 

The  number  of  works  received  from  oifts  and  donations 
during  the  year,  amount  to  383. 
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The  favor  which  the  library  receives  in  the  way  of  gifts  of 
books  from  many  friends,  is  one  greatly  appreciated,  and  we 
would  call  the  attention  of  the  members  to  the  names  of  those 
Avho  have  remembered  the  library  during  the  year,  a  roll  of 
which  is  attached  to  this  report. 

The  Hon.  Henry  E.  Davies  is  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the 
members  for  the  gratuitous  services  he  has  again  rendered  the 
library. 

LIBRARY. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library,  April  30th,  1879, 
was,  according  to  the  register  182,958. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  during  the 
year  was  7,027;  by  purchase  from  the  income  of  the  Library, 
3,504;  by  purchase  by  the  Clinton  Hall  Association,  3,265;  by 
donations  258  ;  also  125  pamphlets  and  10  maps  were  contrib¬ 
uted  to  the  Library. 

%> 

Two  thousand,  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  duplicates  and 
imperfect  books  were  sold,  which  makes  the  net  increase  for 
the  year  4,791. 

The  amount  expended  by  the  Library  for  books  and  periodi¬ 
cals  was  16,949.38,  and  by  Clinton  Hall  Association,  $5,787; 
making  the  expenditure  for  books  added  to  the  Library  during 
the  year,  $12,736.38 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Library  from  all  sources  were 
$27,327.65;  and  the  total  disbursements,  $26,645.60;  these 
amounts  do  not  include  the  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  paid 
in  on  account  of  mortgage,  which  sum  is  now  on  special  depos¬ 
it  in  the  Farmers’  Loan  and  Trust  Co. 

The  total  number  of  books  passed  through  the  binder’s*hands 
was  7,408,  of  which  2,160  were  new  books  purchased  in  paper 
covers,  and  the  cost  of  the  binding  of  the  same  charged  to  books; 
4,544. old  books  were  re-bound  and  re-paired;  158  newspapers, 
145  catalogues  and  401  magazines  were  also  bound,  and  44,800 
volumes  have  been  covered  or  re-covered  with  brown  paper. 
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BRANCH  OFFICES. 

^  In  compliance  Avith  tlie  almost  universal  demand  of  members 
using  the  Doavu  Town  Branch  for  more  suitable  quarters,  your 
Board  has  secured  a  larsre  and  airy  room  on  the  main  floor  of 
59  ct;  61  Liberty  Street,  on  a  lease  of  three  years,  at  the  rate  of 
seven  hundred  dollars  per  year.  It  Avas  also  determined  to 
establish  an  Up  Town  Branch  for  the  coiiA^enience  of  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  upper  part  of  the  city,  and  especially  of  members 
residing  on  the  line  of  the  railroads  terminating  at  the  42d 
Street  Depot.  It  was  deemed  advantageous  to  locate  this 
Branch  near  the  Elev^ated  R.  R.  Station  at  Sixth  Av’enue  and 
42d  Street,  and  accordingly  a  portion  of  the  store,  Xo.  743 
Sixth  Avenue  has  been  temporarily  rented  at  $240  per  year. 

A  contract  has  been  made  to  connect  both  the  Liberty  Street 
and  the  Sixth  A\"enue  Branch  Avith  the  main  Library 
phone,  so  that  a  member  enquiring  at  either  of  the  Branches 

can  ascertain  if  the  Avork  he  desires  is  in  the  Libraiw,  and  AALen

CIRCULATION. 

The  Library  was  023en  306  days  during  the  year.  The 
largest  circulation  obtained  on  any  one  day  was  on  Saturday, 
March  1,  which  amounted  to  975  volumes.  The  smallest 
circulation  on  any  one  day,  was  on  Thursday,  July  18th,  262 
volumes.  The  daily  average  circulation  was  518  joo . 

The  total  number  of  volumes  circulated  for  the  year  was 
158,799  ;  from  the  main  Library,  126,308;  from  the  Liberty 
Street  Branch,  28,545;  and  delivered  at  residences,  3,946. 
Works  of  fiction  circulated,  85,323;  standard  works  circulated 
62,525;  works  in  foreign  languages,  10,951;  number  of  maga¬ 
zines,  6,152;  number  of  works  used  for  reference,  19,463.  The 
circulation  as  compared  with  that  of  last  year,  shows  a  decrease 
of  19,137  volumes;  in  fiction,  23,541;  in  foreign  books,  693; 
while  in  the  circulation  of  standard  books  there  is  an  increase 
of  5,097  volumes,  making  a  net  decrease  as  stated,  of  19,137. 
It  was  necessary  to  issue  3,811  notices  to  members  to  return 
works  kept  out  over  time.

There  lias  been  stricken  from  the  roll  of  Honorary  Member- 
ship  by  the  hand  of  death,  William  Cullen  Bryant,  Elihu  Bur- 
ritt,  Joseph  Henry  and  Ej^hraim  H.  Jenny;  and  from  the  num¬ 
ber  of  Ex-officers,  John  O.  Egbert,  Director,  1871,  Recording 
Secretary  1871  and  1872;  and  Robert  R.  Boyd,  Director,  1823 
1845. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  following  notices  of  proposed  Amendments  to  the  Con¬ 
stitution  have  been  received  by  the  Board,  and  under  Section  1 
of  the  5th  Article,  will  come  up  during  this  meeting  for  your 
action  : 

To  amend  Article  1,  Section  3  and  4. 

To  amend  Aiticle  1,  Section  3. 

To  amend  Article  3,  entire. 

An  amendment  was  also  olfered  to  the  2d  Section  of  Article 
1,  but  was  subsequently  withdrawn  by  the  mover. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  membership  shows  a  decrease  for  the  year,  mainly  at¬ 
tributable  to  the  causes  heretofore  mentioned. 

,  Notwithstanding  this  decrease  and  the  consequent  falling  off 
of  the  receipts,  by  economy  and  careful  use  of  the  funds  at  our 
command  we  have  been  enabled  to  provide  for  the  demands  of 
the  members  to  a  degree  that  will  compare  quite  favorably 
with  more  j^rosperous  times. 

The  onlv  indebtedness  of  the  Library,  not  considerino:  the 
Catalogue  Fund,  or  the  mortgage  on  the  58th  Street  property  is 
:in  assessment  on  said  property,  amounting  to  about  $275,  and 
the  bill  of  the  annual  subscription  to  periodicals  amounting  to 
about  8900,  of  which  one-third  is  properly  chargeable  to  the 
fiscal  year  just  closed.  We  have  endeavored  in  this  brief  and 
condensed  manner  to  present  the  condition  of  the  Library,  and 
to  give  an  account  of  its  business  for  the  past  year. 
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While  it  has  not  been  possible  to  do  or  to  accomplish  all  that 
might  be  desired,  we  are  gratified  to  think  that  the  Library  is 
in  so  favorable  a  condition.  It  is  the  belief  of  your  Board  with 

the  Library  thus  situated,  and  with  the  extra  facilities  and  con- 

%> 

veniences  afforded  by  the  establishment  of  an  ITp-Town  Branch, 
thus  brill o-ino;  the  Library  nearer  the  residences  of  the  s-reat 
mass  of  the  reading  portion  of  our  citizens  ;  and  also  with  the 
improvements  added  to  the  Down-Town  Branch  ;  that  the 
coming  year  may  be  one  of  prosperity  and  improvement.

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ANNUAL  MEETING.

The  Fifty-Eiglitli  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mercantile  Lihrary 
Association  of  the  City  of  New  A"ork,  was  held  at  Clinton  Hall) 
on  Tuesday  Evening,  the  13th  day  of  May,  1879. 

The  Meetino;  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  of  the  As* 
sociation,  Mr.  Seymour  A.  Bunge,  who  occupied  the  chair. 

The  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Association,  Mr.  Putnam, 
being  absent,  his  place  was  filled  by  Augustus  Wetmore,  Ji-., 
Esq.,  who  read  the  minutes  of  the  Fifty-Seventh  Annual 
Meeting,  which,  on  motion,  were  approved. 

The  Reports  of  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  Clinton  Hall 
Association  were  read,  and,  on  motion,  accepted  and  ordered 
to  be  printed  with  the  Annual  Report. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association,  Mr.  W. 
D.  Searls,  read  his  Report  for  the  year  ending  30th  April, 
1879,  which  was  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  printed  with  the 
Annual  Report. 

The  President  then  read  the  Fifty-Eighth  Annual  Report  of 
tlie  Board  of  Directors. 

Mr.  Charles  Osgood  moved  that  the  Report  be  accepted 
and  the  usual  number  of  copies  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
members,  which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Chas.  H.  Patrick  moved  to  amend  Section  III,  of  Arti¬ 
cle  I,  as  follows  :  To  strike  out  the  words  “three  months,’’  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  “  four  weeks,”  so  that  the  Sec¬ 
tion  may  read  as  follows; — “A  membership  of  at  least  six 
months  shall  be  requisite  to  make  a  member  eligible  to  any 
office.  A  membership  of  at  least  four  weeks  shall  be  necessary 
to  enable  a  member  to  vote  at  any  election.” 

The  amendment  was  adopted  unanimously. 
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Mr  Patrick  also  moved  the  following  amendment  to  Sec¬ 
tion  IV,  of  Article  I  ;  Strike  out  the  words  “  unless  his  delin¬ 
quency  be  excused  by  the  Board  of  Direction,”  and  substitute 
the  following  ;  “  rights  of  membership  so  forfeited  may  be  re¬ 
newed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  without  the 
payment  of  the  initiation  fee  of  one  dollar.”  Carried. 

Mr.  Chas.  F.  Bouton  having  notified  the  Board  of  Direction 
that  he  proposed  to  offer  several  amendments  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  the  President  inquired  if  Mr. 
Bouton  was  present.  The  gentleman  failing  to  appear,  the 
Chair  decided  that  the  amendments  could  not  be  acted  upon 
unless  Mr.  Bouton  was  present  to  offer  them  to  the  meeting  for 
consideration;  therefore  they  must  lay  on  the  table. 

Mr.  A.  JuDsoN  Stone  moved  that  the  amendments  be  taken 
from  tlie  table.  Upon  the  motion  being  put,  the  Chair  was  un¬ 
able  to  decide  whether  it  was  adopted  or  rejected.  A  count 
was  then  ordered  when  the  motion  was  declared  lost  by  a  vote 
of  13  to  18. 

Tlie  meeting  was  then  addressed  at  considerable  length  by 
Mr.  Isaac  II.  Bailey,  President  of  the  Clinton  Hall  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Chapman,  the  thanks  of  the  members 
of  the  Association  were  extended  to  the  Board  of  Direction, 
for  the  manner  in  which  they  had  performed  their  duties  din¬ 
ing  the  past  year. 

On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned.

in  the  usual  good  order  and  condition,  and  the  arrangements 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  Association  and  its  patrons  as 
complete  as  possible  with  the  present  facilities  at  their  disposal. 

There  are  now  in  the  Library  182,958  Amlnmes  according  to 
the  records  kept  by  the  Librarian,  but  as  the  number  has  not 
been  verihed  for  many  years  we  would  suggest  that  it  be  done 
at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  as,  undoubtedly  many  Amlumes 
have  been  lost  of  which  no  record  could  have  been  made. 


THE  BEADING  ROOM,

In  conclusion,  w^'e  would  call  your  attention  to  the  impera¬ 
tive  necessity  of  obtaining  a  fire-proof  building  for  the  safety 
and  accommodation  of  this  splendid  and  valuable  collection  of 
books,  and  we  presume  there  has  been  no  time  in  many  years 
so  favorable  as  the  present  for  securing  a  site  at  a  moderate 
cost.
